FURTHER PROGRESS OF THE STAR 
ROUTE FRAUDS, 


The Miemanegtment in the Architect's Office Under 
Iovestigation~— List of Participants in the Frauds 
on the Government—The Probabie Complica- 
tions of the Dynamite Conspiracy. 


Wasutneton, April 17.—The free mail de- 
livery has been ordered at Knoxville, Tenn., 
to begin on June 1. 

The special committee to investigate the 
charges against Supervising Architect Hill, of 
the treasury department, began its sessions 
to-day. It will sit with open doors. The 
charges preferred against Hill by ex Repre- 
sentative Murch, of Maine, were made public. 
The papers are voluminous, and are drawn in 
regular legal style. The general charge of 
corruption, fraud and extravagance against 
the ring in the architect's office, composed 
of Assistant Secretary French, Architect 
Hill, Assistant Architect Jacobs and others 


and a. number of contractors. Among the 
contractors alleged to have been improperly 
lavored are the Cape Ann Granite company, 
the Deer Island Granite company, the Bod- 
well Granite company, Hurricane Island 
Geanite company, Old Dominion Granite 
company, Westham Granite conipany, Col- 
lins Granite company, Clarke Island Granite 
company, and Bartlett, Robbins & Co 
Among the witnesses named are 
secretary Folger, Senator Dawes, A. B. 
Mullett, W. G. Steinmetz, J. M. Wilbur, ex- 
Postmaster-General James and L. A. Murch, 
ex-congressman from Maine. Eleven charges 
preferred against Hill by A. B. Mullett, for- 
merly supervising «rchitect, have also been 
referred to the special committee. Their 
charges allege general mismanagement on the 
part of Hill in connection with the postoffice 
at Philadelphia, and the customhouse at Chi- 
cago. Mullett’s allegations cover a period 
dating’ back to his own adniinistration.

Ex Postmaster-General 
James was then called to the stand by the 
prosecution, and requested to state whose sig- 
nature was attacbed to the telegrams shown 
to him by Mr. Reirdell on the train from 
New York to, Washington, in June, 
i8sl. Mr. Ingersoll immediately objected 
because it was an attempt to prove the con- 
tents of the telegrams without proper founda- 
tion. It wasto introduce such evidence as 
this that the prosecution went toso much 
troub.e last week to prove the destruction of 
the originals of these telegrams by the West- 
ern Union telegrapa company. Aftera long 
dispute, the prosecution were allowed to read 
the telegrams, but were not permitted to say 
who signed them. They were the telegrams 
whicu Reirdell swore bad been sent him by 
Dorsey. imploring Reirdell not to abandon 
him. The court sustained the objection to 
reading the signatures.

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“The Lord only knows. Arrests will be 
made until every British prison is filled with 
suspects. That will not stop the reign of 
terror. There are desperate men at the head 
ofthis movement. They will not turn back; 
they will have no scruple to do bloody deeds. 
This plot is not of late origin. It has been 
developing for years. There was comparative 
quiet in Ireland after the passage of the Irish 
church bill. The home rule movement and 
the apparently peaceful agitation of the land 
league lulled the suspicions of the British 
government. Beaconsfield and Gladstone 
both misunderstood the temper of the people 
they were dealing with. They trifled with 
sharp-edged wen. English rule in Ireland 
has never been secure since the Irish 
obtained a strong footing in this 
country. Here they are free to 
plot against their hereditary foe. They can 
issue orders from this point of safety and find 
daring hands on the other side to execute 
them. A good supply of money is at their 
command here. ‘The utterances of the Irish- 
American press encourage the ignorant peas- 
antry of the old country. England may man- 
age to keep down the spirit of lawlessness and 
rapine fora time, butit will keep breaking 
out as long as the conspirators can meet safe- 
ly in the United States and plan mischief 
against the friendly power. England is anx- 
ious for this government to take a decided 
stand on this question. There are some plain 
notes in Secretary Frelinghuysen’s bands 
now. he hardly knows how to reply to them. 
The question is whether’ the — contri- 
butions for sending dynamite to Eng- 
lands for the destruction of public buildings 
are not violations of the neutrality law. This 
is of more importance just now than the ex- 
tradition of men like Sheridan and Egan. I 
understand there are eminent lawyers in this 
country who are of the opinion that the open 
receipt of subscriptions fur such purposes as 
Rossa and Finerty rave about render them 
liable to the neutrality law. England realizes 
that she can never rest easy until there is 
some way of muzzling the lrish-Americans. 
She will exercise every device of diplomacy 
to attain this result,”’ 

“Do you think there is much chance here 
of succeeding? ’ 

“Tam afraid not. Our government has no 
decided policy on such questions. Fre- 
linghuysen is timorous; Arthur hesitates on 
questions of home policy and can scarcely be 
expected to take a firm grasp of international 
questions. It would be different if Biaine 
were still secretary of state. He would have 
an opinion and willenough to express it and 
carry the president and cabinet with him. 
That opinion might not be favorable to 
England, but it would force a settlement of 


- 


the matter one way or the other. * It must be 
settled some day. Other European 
powers are interested in it None of 
them feel safe while bloodthirsty con- 


spirators can obtain safe refuge on these 
shores. Yourstate department will have as 
much as it can bandle before long. There 
are rumors in inside circles that the Fenians 
are in league with the anarchists of other 
nations. It is rather singular that there 
should be disturbances in other countries at 
this particular time. I have no doubt myself 
that there is a close alliance between the In- 
vincibles of Ireland and America, the com- 
munists of France, tbe socialists of Germany, 
the nililists of Russia and the Biack Hand of 
Spain. They are all active. The proposed 
international police system would be an im- 
mense thing for the crowned heads vi 
Europe.’’ : 

‘In a previous interview you apprehended 
an uprisiwg in the large manufacturing towns 
of England?” 

“That danger is- greater to-day than ever 
before. The English people are worked up 
to a frenzy of excitement. A few days may 
witness scenes ul bloodshed in the mauanulact, 
uring districts.

RAIDING TH# GaMBLERsS. 


The Teols Captured, but the Owners 
Complication. 

New York, April 17.—Last night the police 

raided seven or eight prominent and well 

known gambling houses, and seized a large

quantity of furniture and = gambling 
implements upon warrants sworn 
out upon information and belief and 


directed against the houses, not against the 
individuals, and they made the announce- 
ment that they could and would stup gam- 
bling by further similar action. But to-day 
the police commissioners are disconcerted by 
the discovery that under the penal code last 
night raids are illegal. The code authorizes the 
seizure of gambling tools only where the 
owner is arrested, and couples directions as 
to the manner of disposing of them through- 
out, with a procedure against the owner, the 
destruction of the material following his con- 
viction. Inspector Byrne claims to have 
acted under warrant § in the raid, 
and that he is protected by them. The hope 
of the police seems to be that no owner 
dares c'aim the gambling property for fear of 
arrest. but it is suggested by the lawyers that 
the department can be sued for trespass and 
illegal abstraction of the property and be 
made to pay damages.

Cnar_eston, April 17.—In the United States 
circuit court this morning, Judge Bryan pre- 
siding, District Attorney Meiton announced 
that in consequence of the deficiency in the 
appropriation for the payment of the expen 
ses of the term all the witnesses and defend- 
antsinthe election were discharged from 
further attendance upon this term of the 
court. Counsel forthe defense stated that 
the accused were present and were ready and 
eager for trial, but he supposed they would 
bave to yield their right to a speedy trial to 
the financial necessities of the government. 
They desired to know, however, if the cases 
were continued until the special term or to 
the reguiar term in November next. The 
district attorney replied that the cases would 
stand on the docket and would go over from 
thisterm to such term general or special as 
the court, upon the arrival of Judge Bond, 
shall decide. Judge Bond is expected bere 
this evening. 
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THE TELSGRAPH WIRE. 


The Conflicts Bet ween the Companies and the Chicago 
Officials. 

Cuicaco, April 17 —In obedience to an or- 
der from the mayor, the telegraph corn panies 
of the city bave been gathering their wires 
into cables, carried on sbeort poles, and so ar 
ranged that they can be thrown to the ground 
in case of fire. The council last night passed 
an order directing the mayor to cause these 
cables to be removed at once, and to entorce 
the ordinanee requiring all telegraph 
and telephone wires to be pul 
under ground by May 1. The evening papers 
to-day publish interviews with the Western 
Union officials, who are quoted as saying that 
the course outlined to be pursued may possi- 
bly be the quickest metbod of obtaining 4 
final settlement of the question; that wires 
cannot be placed under ground by any known 
process within the date mentioned, and that 
if the wires are cut the company can stand 
it if the business of the public can.

JAY GOULD'S SON. 


A YOUNG MAN WHO HAS A START 
e IN LIFE. 


The Greet Speculator About to Retire from Active 
Life, aad Turn His Millions Over to His Son, 
George—The Young Man's Modescy 
and Native Tact for Gait. 


Special dispatch to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, April 15.—Mr. Jay Gould bas 
declared to his near friends his intention to 
retire from his active business life on the 
completion of bis steam yacht, the Atalanta, 
built for his proposed tour around the world. 
His son, Mr. George J. Gould, a young man 
of twenty three, is to take his place as a spec- 
ulator, and Mr. Gould himself will lead a pri- 
vate life. : : 

Mr. Gould’s fortune is carefully estimated 


$20,000,000 is in the stock of the Western Un- 
ion télegraph company, and $20,000000 in the 
stock of the Missouri Pacific rai ruad compa- 
pany. In real estate he has never pat much 
money. considering the sizeof his fortune. 
His investment in this kind of property 
amounts to about $5,000 000. The remainder 
of his weaitb is in securities—mainly in the 
suape of bonds of different railroad companies, 

but one large ‘“‘deal,’”’ in speculative par- 
lance, remains to be cousummated previous 
t his retirement, and that is, from the ac- 
count given, the proposed alliance between 
the southwestern system of railroads and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system 
and other tributary roads Except in his 
specialties, those in his confidence say he has 
not dealt actively in stocks for «two years. 
[he last time he stepped in to make his 
might felt in the market was when he and 
Mr. Wm. H. Vanderbilt engaged in the some 
what famous ‘‘pegging’’ operation to prevent 
a general and disastrous break in the whole 
list. 

‘The bovs,’”’ as Cornelius and William K. 
Vanderbilt are called, have taken their fath- 
er’s place in the market, and Mr. Goukd’s 
contemplated retirement will be even more 
complete than that of War. H. Vanderbilt, 
for Gould’s has been a life of speculation. 
Mr. Gould expected to leave on his south- 
western trip, in company with Russell Sage 
and A. L. Hopkins, yesterday morning, but 
business kept him in New York, and his plan 
is togo to-morrow. He was at his home to- 
night when waited upon to learn about his re- 
tirement, but was occupied with a party of 
friends. 

Mr. Washington E. Connor, who has long 
been his business manager, and who 1s head 
of the firm ig which he isa special partner, 
was at bis home when sought. He said that 
Mr. Gould’s affairs were in such a shape that 
they could be closed up in twenty-four bours. 
The work to be done merely required time. 
It was all mapped out, and only awaited the 
course of events. Mr. Gould was a thoroughly 
domesticated man. - Nothing afforded him so 
much pleasure as to be with his family. His 
children, six in number, of which his soa 
George was the oldest, were growing up, and 
the attention be would devoie to them would 
occupy his mind. 

Mr. Conner paida high tribute to the son 
whom Mr. Gould bas chosen to succeed him. 
He said he frequently took charge of the 
workings of tae stock. He selected his own 
brokers, and sent out bhisown orders. He en- 


| j-yed speculation, and what was more, was 


successful. Speaking of him personally, Mr. 
Conner said he was 4 person of even disposi- 
tion, mild and cwurteous. There were very 
few young men, tne sons of wealthy purents, 
who showed such good traits and hadso many 
friends in consequence. There was no false 
pride inhim; but on thecontrary he was 
quite democratic in his ideas and ways. He 
was fond of boating and gunning. Once, 
when out west with a friend. bis funds ran 
out. The clothes that he had on were not 
such as would have been worn by amillion- 
aire’s son, and he hesitated about going tea 
bank and declaring himself to be Jay Gould’s 
son, and fora whole day he was a bankrupt; 
but finally he extracted himself from his 
dilemma. 

When told of the belief in some quarters 
that Mr. Gould would not start on a trip 
around the world at all, Mr. Connor laughed 
at the skepticism. He said that Mr. Gould 
might not go as soon as he at first inteuded, 
but that would be because bis yacht would 
not be ready. He would probably cruise 
about New York for atime, and might start 
across the ocean apy time from August to 
October. Very likely it might be the latter 


‘month, as the weather and sailing would be 


pleasant here until the end of that time. Mr. 
Gould knew from his past experience that 
there could be a.buil market without his 
presence. He believed that there was going 
to be a big bu!! market. He always had the 
foresight to see wh n things were going too 
far, and never allowed his bull ideas to over- 
throw his judgment. 

When Mr. Gould was asked two months 
ago about his prospective tour, and if he was 
going to retire permanently from business, he 
said: “I am going to try a little play. I did 
not have an opportunity when I was young, 
«snd I must do my playing later in life. If I 
like it lmay keep it up.’’ Mr. Gould is forty- 
seven years of age. : 


CHASING A STEAMSHIP, 


A Belated Pessenger Catches the Grecian Monarch 
Aftera Lively Pursult, Beyond Baady Heovk. 


Just as the Grecian Monarch of the Monarch 
line cast off on her outward trip, says the New 
York Herald, two carriages dashed through 
the gateway of the Pavonia ferry house, Jer- 
sey City, from which the steamers of this 
linesail, Six excited gentlemen jumped out 
and asked for the vessel. ‘‘Gone,’’ lacunically 
answered the gold laced official in charge. 
“Great Scott! but I must catch her; my 
friends are aboard,’’ cried the most excited of 
the party.

The most excited gentleman cooled down 
a little, and Gold here suggested that he 
should hire a tug. One that was putling by

She isabout to 
turn ber head out to sea, and once more the 
tug sounds three long. hoarse blasts, while at 
thesame moment her flag is dipped. A minute 
of suspense and then three white puffs go up 
from the steamer. Her propeller ceases its 
revolutions aud curious eyes peer over the 
rails as the tug ranges alongside. A rope lad- 
der is lowered, the plucky passenger clamors 
aboard, his baggage goes up at the end of 
ropes, and with tooting whistles and cheers 
from their passengers the vessels separate.

POWDER AND PLOT. 


THE UNEASY ELEMENTS IN BRIT- 
AIN AND RUSSIA, 


The Trisl of Curley in Dubdiin- Carey Commits 
Himeci{ Still More in the Piendiwh Put. 
The Czar’s Coronation Again Post- 
poned—The (friais in London. 


Dustin, April 17.—The trial of Daniel Cur- 
ley was resumed this morning. Jos. Smith, 
one ofthe prisoners who turned informer, 
was the first witness called to-day. His evi- 
dence was merely a repetition of that he gave 
at the trial of Joe Brady. Peter Curey, 
brother of James Carey, was next placed on 
the stand. He testified that after Cavendish 
and Burke had been murdered, he was de- 
tailed to watch the movements of Kava- 
naugh, the car driver, who it was feared by 
the Invincibles would give information to the 
authorities, and who Curley wanted 
to _ have murdered. James Carey 


being called, testified that it was originally 
intended to lay on Burke’s body a card on 
which were the words: “Executed by order 
of the Invincibles.”” Carey said he himself 
wrote the card for this purpose. The idea 
was not carried out, however, and Curley af- 
terwards placed the card in the mail box of 
the Dublin Express (newspaper). The case 
for the crown was then ciosed with the taking 
of some formal police evidence. Dr. ‘Webb, 
Q. C., opened the case for the defense. He 
compared James Carey to Titus Oates, who, like 
Carey, was induced to swear away the lives of 
innocent men in similar circumstances by a 
Sipiilar system of lavish reWards. He said 
this plot was a plot with one conspirator, and 
that conspirator was James Carey. The 
young men of Ireland should take warning 
from the fact that nearly all the prisoners 
who have appeared at that bloody 
assize were mere boys. He said he was pre- 
pared to clearly establish the innocence of 
Curley by proving an alibi. Several witnesses 
swore to being in Curley’s company, 
or to have seen him during 
the time when the murder was committed. 
The court then adjourned. Mr. Adams will 
sum up for the defense to-morrow. A good 
many discrepancies were shown in the testi- 
mony for the prosecution to-day. Smith’s 
testimony did not agree with Kavanagh’s, 
and two constables who swore to seeing Cur- 
ley get over the park fence could now agree 
upon the spoc where they saw Curley. 


THE QUEBN’S MOVEMENTS. 


Lifted Inte Her Carriage and Taken te Osborne—The 
Dynamite Fienda. 


Lonpon, April 17.—Queen Victoria left 
Windsor this morning for the royal residence 
at Osborne. Owing to the trouble from her 
sprained knee, she was unable to walk, and 
had to be lifted into the carriage. The route 
along which the queen passed was carefully 
guarded by the police and troops. 

In the house of lords last evening the duke 
of Richmond and Earl Gordon, conserva- 
tives, moved that the papers conéern- 
ing the foot and mouth disease 
among cattle be. presented to the house, and 
asked why the importation of cattle from the 
United States, as well as from France was not 
prohibited.

UNEASY RESTS THAT HEAD. 


The Czar’s Crown Hus Not Yet Touched His Brow, 
Still He Feels All ite Terrors. 

Lonpon, April '7.—The coronation at Mos- 
cow may not take place until June 10. There 
is no cessation, however,of the preparation for 
the festivities, agd almost daily some new an- 
nouncement is made of the intended munifi- 
cence of the czar, or of some extraordinary 
lavishness of display which has oeen devised. 
in the meantime the police have arrested so 
many men and women that the jails cannot 
contain them, and, although an immense 
amount of information has fallen in their 
hands, it only serves to show that the frater- 
nity is more numerous and more hostile than 
ever, that its determination is unconquerable, 
and that it is absolutely fearless and reckless 
as to the consequences which its acts may 
entail. It wouid seem as if the intended 
coronation wastobe made a test struggle 
between the nililistsaud theempire. The 
desperation of the conspirators is deep- 
er than at any time in the reign of the 
late czar, and their animosity against the 
reigning sovereign is inflamed to a degree that 
is almost incredible. They say that it does 
not matter bow many plots are unfolded, 
how many men and women are imprisoned 
or executed, their plots are too many to be all 
de' ected, and their members who are ready 
to die, too numereus to be defied. The ap- 
proaching event is consequently regardel 
with great uneasiness by the numerous royal 
and other personages, upon whom it is in- 
cumbent to attend. The king and queen 
of Denmark have already excused them- 
selves, alleging as a reason the delicate health 
of the latter; and itis probable that other 
expected guests will find even better reasons 
for absenting themselves. It is very evident 
that the greatest pageant that has been at- 
tempted in centuries will, if it takes place, 
be witnessed by very uneasy spectators. In 
vitations have been sent to  repre- 
sentatives of the prominent § anti-re- 
publican French papers to attend, and the 
imperial government will pay all their ex- 
penses, entertain them gorgeously, and pre- 
senteach with five thousand roubles. The 
regalia and insignia, escorted by a regiment 
of dragoons, arrived at Moscow yesterday 
The procession passed through streets lined 
by a bareheaded pupulace. In anether part 
of the city imperial sappers and miners were 
cautiously destroying a mine of dynamite, 
and a ukase was being posted on the entire 
froniier, ordering’ increase’ vigilance and 
making the regulations more strinpgen', The 
latest proclamation issued by the nihilists 
merely refers to the czar in a scornful way, 
and says he is beneath criticism. Well in- 
formed persons in Russia express the opin- 
ion that no danger is to be feared to the czar 
at the corona'ion, with the exception per- 
haps of an act of an isolated fanatic, and 
even that, they think,is unlikely. The French 
governm-nt have ordered the expulsion 
from the country of the nihilist Chestapa-

An interesting paper bas been read on this

Montreal. Itseems that ourcrop of cotton 
seed amounts te 3,000,000 tens, 180,000,000 
bushels; and that during the past year the oil 
mills consumed 180,000 tons of seed in the 
manufacture of cotton seed oi}, while less 
than one-balf of tue remainder was used for 
fertilizers, seed and feeding stock, the balance 
being a total loss. The greatest value of the oil 
(which has hitherto been used for a variety of 


purposes. Perfectly refined and skillfully 
used, it is equal to the best lard in ali cooking 
operations. 


stock. Estimating the cottuu at 10 cents per 
bushel, and oat straw and coarse bay at $10 
per ton, the average cost of food consumed 
per head per day of cows experienced upon 
during the past winter was 73 cents, Cuws 
averaging 1\4 gallons of milk per day. One 
steer feed for beef, weighing 100 pounds, when 
shut up gained 260 pounds live weight, or an 
average of 4'¢ pounds per days, consuming an 
average of 144 pounds of seed per day and 11 
pounds of straw and hay, average cost of food 
per day not quiet 10 cents. Other experiments 
pursued at state agricultural college of Mis- 
sissippi showed that boiled cotton seed, with 
any kind of straw or hay woald cause cattle 
to fatten rapidly, no ma)ter bow poor in con- 
dition. It also makes very rich milk, the oil 
of the seed seemingly appearing in the milk 
in the form of cream. The quantity of the 
butter, however, when the cows are fed large- 
ly on cotton seed, is poor. Other experi- 
ments with regard to food and manure are to 
be made.

Logan's boom is based 
en the soldier vote and bis well-known op- 
position to the accepted rules of the English 
language. He buzzes both the stalwarts and 
the half-breeds.

Gresham, none of whom are cursed with 
booms, will be apt to bag the official indorse- 
ment of the party and whoever gets it will not 
probably feel unduly elated.

There are two names that we have not men- 
tioned, and these two have just now two dis- 
tinct and lively boom. We refer to Samuel 
J. Tilden and ex-Senator Joseph E. McDon- 
ald. Each lives in a contested, if not pivotal, 
state. Each has done honor to the democracy 
in responsible positions, One was elected 
president in 1876, and the other won @ Da 
tional reputation in the senate chamber. 
Neither bows the knee to Pennsylvania, but 
the great Indianan holds more strictly to the 
constitutional idea of taxation. A tariff in 
his view should be wholly a matter of reve- 
nue, and not partially an instrument to ab 
stract money from the pockets of the many 
for the benefit ofa small and highly-privi- 
leged class. The veteran New Yorker is also 
a tariff reformer, but his views on this ques- 
tion are not so pronounced as _ those of Mr. 
McDonald. 

The democratic party is not wholly har- 
monious on the tariff issue, and for that mat- 
ter no party in this country is; bat when it 
is determined which opinion or shade of 
opinion shall prevail, it will then be time to 
say which boom will be accepted. At present 
the diversity of sentiment on the one great 
question before the country gathers about 
Mr. McDonald or Mr. Tilden, and if the con- 
vention were called for next week, no doubt 
these two strung and popular aspirants would 
bave most of the votes. But who can tell 
what a year will bring forth?

The sitvation in Georgia is altogether love

eight years. Eight reasons are given why cotton is 
cheap. Among the reasons, in brief, are that four- 
fifths of the crop is already marketed; that we are 
in danger of over-exporting, and thus robbing our- 
selves; that the world started the season bare of cot- 
ton; that the world is working up 30,000 bales every 
day, aud that it always pays to bull the tail end of 
a big crop On the other hand, others say there 
will be 1,000 000 bales to spare this season, and that 
it will be kicked about, with nobody to want it.

The Savannah, Florida and Western, 
From the Savaunah News. 

Breakfast in Thomasville and dinner in Savan- 
nah isa vast improvement over the fourteen hour 
schedule that used to draw forth so much uncom 
plimcntary criticism from northern passengers over 
the Savannah, Florida and Western when it was 


the Atlanticand Gulf railroad, and yet that is what 
the traveler can now doif heis disposed to forego 
the pleasure of slower and safer riding on the ac- 
commodation trains for wpe | milesan hour on the 
fast trains. We say safer only because there seems 
to be less danger on aslow than a fast train, though, 
we believe, compared, accidents on the two classes 
of trains do not sbow any greater danger on a fast 
than on an ordinary so called slow train. 

The fast trains on this road show the great prog- 
ress of the country and the advancement of the 
railway system leading out southwest from this 
city, which, but a few years ago, wasnew and weak 
in resources. Branching through every section, 
connecting all important points between the South 
Atlantic aud Gulf, constantly adding new lines 
laying its tracks with s'eel rails, improving all 
equipments, doubling its trains and vastly increas- 
ing speed, indicate that a werki: g and. efficient 
company have the system in hand, with ample 
means to perfect itinallitsappeintments. It has 
so steadily advanced, step by step, to meet the 
wishes of the people, the demands of the gountry, 
that one can scarcely point out anything it has not 
already executed or is holdiug in contemplation. 

Its numerous trains on the eastern divisions, pas- 
sing any given poiut almost every hour in the 
twenty-four, are doing splendid work in building 
up the section through which it passes,and now 
render it practicable, not only to cultivate the lands 
iu truck farm produce for this and the northern 
markets, but for merchants and others engaged in 
daily business in Savannah t reside in the health- 
ful sand hills of the country along the route. And 
this is no small advantage both to the city and the 
country, especially in the summer, when so many 
residents of the city feel obliged to incur the ex- 
pense of removal during the hot weather. 


The Jacksonville, Tampa and Hey West 
Road. 
From the Jacksonville Times- Union. 
Yesterday afternoon a representative of the 
Times-Union visited the scene of grading on the 
line of the new Jacksonville, Tampa and Key Wes 


railroad, about thiee miles from the city, in com- 
pany with Dr. C. C, Collins. A short while ago we 
announced that Messrs. D. G. Ambler and J. P. 
Taliaferro bad taken the contract to grade this 
road, and would push their work to an early com- 
pletion. Sub-contracts have since been let, and 
early last week the work of grading was commenced 
this side of McGirts creek. since that time forces 
of men have been put on at several places 
until now there are 183 men at work and 
agents are out employing men as_ rapidly 
as possiblé. The sub-contracts are divided upas 
follows: From Jacksonville to Black creek, Stew- 
aid & Cherry, who have now 125 menat work; 
from Black creek to Green Cove spring, Mr. Hari- 
son, with at present 13 men; from Green Cove to a 
point opposite Tocoi, Anderson & Co., with 15 men ; 
and from this point to Palatka, Mr. Vandevers with 
40 men. This road will run parallel with the river 
almost the entire distance between this city and 
Malatka, the greatest distance from the river being 
about four aud one-half miles. It will 1 ass through 
Orange park, Magnoliaand Green Cove. Messrs 
Ambler & Taliaferro are to complete their contract 
by December next, and are not only to do the gra- 
diiw, vut they also furnish the ties. 

The contract for the iron or steel is also made 
wiih the Bethlehem works of Pennsylvania, and is 
to be delivered as fast as the road isgraded. The 
road is to be built of fifty five pound steel rail, on 
the standard southern gauze of five feet. The com- 
panv husalsomede arrangements with the Bald- 
win locomotive works for three large lecomotives 
and other nec-ssary rolling stock, which are to be 
delivered a3 soon as track-laying is begun. As 
soon as the line is completed between this city and 
Palatka the extension to Tampa 
Key West will be pushed forward. The line 
frcm Palatka south has already been located. Leav- 
iug Paletka it crosses the Ocklawaha river four or 
five miles from its mouth: passing on souih it 
touches lake George, crosses the st. Johns and Lake 
Eustis railioad near lake Sellers, thence due south 
to the eastern shore of lake Apopka, th nce through 
the northern portion of Polk county to Tampa, 
without crossing the St. John’s river at any pevint. 
Two bridges, one on MecGirts and one on Black 
creek, are to be constructed between this city aud 
Palatka, with the exception of these the present 
contractors are to build all the bridges and tresties. 

Mr. William Van Fleet, of Chicago, the president, 
with hisable assistants, Mr. S. B. Carter, chief en- 
gineer aud Dr. C, C. Collins, have been quieily at 
work for the past six months, securing right-of-way 
for this road which they have finally succeeded in 
obtaining, and there is nothing now to prevent its 
rapid progress and completion. During the past 
week, with the comparatively small force of men at 
work about two miles have been graded, and the 
progress will be more rapid in future, as fast as the 
force of laborers are increasel. An effort will be 
made toemploy a force of at least 1,000 men within 
the next few weeks.

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HENRY JOHNSON IN COURT FOR 
KILLING HUGH MATTHEWS.

A Sbort Sketch of a Bimplse Ice House Killing Where 
One Darkey Snocts Another's Life Out of Him. 
A Chase Alter the Sisyer—What 
the Witnesses Testify in Court. 


Yesterday the trial of Henry Johnson, colored, 
charged with the murder of Hugh Matthews, also 
colored, was begun in the superior court before 
Judge Hammond. The morning was consumed in 
securing a jury, and it was not until near three 
o'clock ‘hat the hearing of testimony was begun. 
The homicide occurred last Christmas day near the 
ice house, on Alabama street. The exact locality 
was ouly a few feet from where Aleck Joyner re- 
ceived bis death wound. The neighborhood is in 
very bad reputg, and is the home and resort of 
negroes of a very depraved and worthless charac: 
ter. This isthe second murder trial that has com 


| up from that locality within the last year or so, an 


the first slayer is now in jail awaiting a new trial. 
There were three witnesses for the state examined 
yesterday and the case is progressing very rapidly. 
It is probable that it will go to the jury late to-day. 
The witnesses who were examined yesterday were 
all negroes, and the testimony of two of them was 


very disconnected and hard to understand. From 
what is known it willdoubtless be very different 
from the evidence for the defense. Johnson claims 
that Matthews was endeavoring to strike him with a 
stick of wood when he fired the fatal shot. The 
facts of the killing as farascan be gathered were 
about as follows: About nine o’clock on Christmas 
morning alot of negroes were having a° pat and 
danee” frolic in the neighborhood near the ice 
house and Johnson, with some other negroes, was 
in one of the houses. A small boy named Toland 
was slapped by one of the men and Went out of the 
room crying. His brother, who had a big knife in 
his hand, went into the room and proposed to 
“clean out’ the nan who had struck 
the small boy, but anadjustment was secured and 
peace was about to reign. Hugh Matthews, o col- 
ored boy, made a remark which angered Johnson, 
who it appeared had had some connection with the 
first difigulty. The controversy is as to what fol- 
lowed. So far, the witnesses testify that Matthews 
gave no offense whatever. ‘They say that Jonnson 
slapped him and then deliberately shot him, while 
be had offered no resistance. When the shot was 
fired Matthews staggered to the door ard fe}l out 


into the arms of Dinrah Burkes, who 
laid him on the ground, where he expired 
almost insiantly. As soon as Johnson saw 


what he bad done he made a break for the doorand 
escaping to the street ran with his utmost ability 
follawed by a crowd of people who were 
endeavoring to capture him. He was finally caught 
near Lypch’s quarry by police officer Bone and 
placed in the guard house. The witnesses who tes- 
tified yesterday were Ben Echols, Virgil Goodman 
and Dinah Burkes. The pistol was shown in court 
yesterday. Itis small and rather harmless looking 
weapon in comparison with some of the “‘bull- 
dogs’’ that are manufactured. A number of negroes 
are on hand to witness the trial.
